Man ahall not live by bread alone, but 
by every word that proceedetb out of the 
mouth of Qod.—Matthew, Iv., i. 

How shall we live ? The tempter 
says, “By bread.” Christ replies in the 
words of our text Man lives by God's 
gifts only as God is behind them, and 
yet the real support is not in the gifts 
but in the giver. Life in its fullest 
sense is action from within, sustained 
with food from without. This is clear¬ 
ly illustrated by the power of steam 
generated within a boiler, but depend¬ 
ent upon water and fuel from without, 

God has appointed under all ordinary 
circumstances that we should sustain 
life by the secondary means of earthly 
food, but placing^ this as the limit of 
God's directions we make our lives 
earth, earthy, and hold out little or 
hope to the poor and needy of this 
world’s goods. 

The word “bread” covers a wide 
*bnge of earthly supplies and is of 
primary interest to the people of all 
nations. It places an emphasis upon 
the saying “Self-preservation is the 
first law of nature.” The world says, 
“By these things we live.” 

Moreover, we are not blind to the 
necessary anxiety about such things as 
llu* body .s just claim, but rather accept 
the fact that food, raiment and shelter 
are part of God’s economy of life. 
Christ says, “Vunr heavctilv Father 
kiU)weih that ye have need of all the^e 
things." In the Lord’s Prayer we arc 
taught to a>k. “Give us this day (iur 
daily bread,’’ and we are justified in a 
material interpretation of this htiin.m 
request as much as in a spiritual sense. 
Btit wc arc wrong if we place so small 
a horizon ab<aut our lives and give no 
attention to the words of Christ, “.Man 
shall not live b} bread alone, but liy 
every word that i>roceedcth <jut <>f the 
mouth of God. ' W’e place ourselves by 
the side of the Pharisees, of whom it 
was spoken. “Woe unto you. Pharisees; 
for ye lithe mint and rue and all man¬ 
ner of herbs, and p.'i'<, over judgment 
and the love oi God; these yc ought to 
have done, and not t.a leave the other 
undone.” 

I'irst. We .should live in love. If 
Paul were writing to-day he would 
have said, ‘Though I possess abund¬ 
ance of all things, aiul have not 
Jpve, It prortteth me n ithing.” Iron 
in the soil is raised to a more usc;ul 
sphere by the growing jilant rooted in 
the earth ; the plant then taken to 
nourish the body pl;icc> the iron 
Still higher and finds it<i large**! nsciul 
ness in energy produced in the lilood 
man.

Bulb Growing in Ireland. 

Just now, says Tho London Dally 
Chronicle, millions of bulbs are being 
bought and sold, or given .away, and It 
Is good to know that Great Britain, even 
In the absence of a protective duty. Ih 
rapidly wresting the trade away from 
II<<land. In that country bulb culttiro 
hap been an hereditary pursuit for Iho 
past Hirer: centuries at least, and until 
a quite recent period the Importation to 
England was Immense. Now even the 
rarest and consequently most expensive 
varieties are grow-n on this side of the 
North Sea. and not the least successful 
bulb faTOs are to be found In Ireland. 
The expel Iment. which was begun eight 
years ago at Rush, county Dublin, where 
the ground was previously devoted to 
potatoes, has proved entirely successful, 
and both climate and soil have been found 
almost perfect for this Industry. Irish- 
grown bulbs have not yet reached the ec¬ 
centric price*—running to three flgures- 
whlch a past generation sometimes paid 
for a single specimen, but even at Rush 
you )nay spe^d twelve guineas on a root;

NEW THINGS IN GUNS. 

—o— 

A most striking recent development in 
guns—and in speaking of guns we usually 
include the guu-carriago or gun mount-.-is 
the effort now universal to throw the ac¬ 
curate iiad quick control of the gun into tbe 
hands of iho people firing it. It may well 
bo wondered that this has not always been 
a controlling idea in laying cut guns and 
their monuts. but at tbe present time it is 
in this direction that tbe greatest effort is 
being made The proof of this is to be 
seen by a comparison of the guns and 
mounts made ten or fifteen years ago with 
those now being made. Tbe latter are 
arranged much more conveniently, and 
consftiuently their rate of lire is much 
faster. Modern 6 -inch guns are being fired 
from ships eight or ten times in a minnte 
at targets about tho size of a ship and a 
mile distant, and Lilting tlie target at each 
shot. Of course, doing this from a stable 
platform on shore would bo comparatively 
easy. The projectile of these guns weighs 
100 pounds, tbe powder charge abont 40 to 
; 50 pounds, and tbe weight of tbe gun, in- 
clnding all the turning parts, is about 
, *25,000 pounds. This weight must be 
moved, to keep tho sights on tbe target, by 
one man, and it will be seen that it is of 
tbe greatest importance to lay out all tbe 
sbafting and gearing with a minimum of 
friction and lost motion.-John F. Meigs 
in tho Iron and Steel Number of the 
Scientific Asikbic.in.

THE RUSSIAN 
CHRISTMAS 

Wild tTastes of »now-mantled 
Btoppe, Valued by the sterry dome 
heaven, mysterioua lights flickering 
before the glittering fane of a little 
temple and softened by curling cloud* 
of fragrant Incejiso, solemn chants of 
the church, weird melodics of anci¬ 
ent faith, the merry laughter of 
rustic maids seeking to pry into fu¬ 
turity, and the cheery shouts of 
Vouiig and old llonting in on the 
frosty night air, still linger, says a 
writer in London Daily Telegraph, 
among the pleasant memories of ray 
first Christmas in Russia.

GOODIES GALORE. 

Some Good Recipes for 
Candies. 

Walnut Wafers.—One-half pound 
light brown sugar, half lb. broken 
walnut meats, three tablespoons flour 
quarter tenspeon baking powder, a 
pinch of sell and 2 beaten eggs. Mix 
the same as for cake, adding the nut 
meats last. If desired, a little van- 
i;Ia or other flavoiing may be. added. 
Drop in small spoonfuls on buttered 
pans and bake until brown. A half 
teaspoon of chocolate or plain white 
ising dropped on each wafer when 
cold will arid to their attractiveness. 

Peanut Wafers,—Stir to a cream 
half cup butler and one cup milk. 
Add one cup sweet milk, whites of 2 
eggs (unbeaten) and 2^ cups sifted 
flour, into which has been mixed one 
teaspoon baking powder. Beat until 
light. Flavor to taste and turn the 
mi.xture into ii flat square pan lined 
with buttered paper. Spread with a 
spoon so as to have it even. Sprin¬ 
kle thickly with finely chopped pea¬ 
nuts and bake in a moderate oven 
until brown. Turn out onto a 
bread board to cool. When quite 
cold, cut into small squares. Keep 
them in a stone Jar. 

Peanut Candy.—Put into a sauce¬ 
pan two cups molasses, one cup of 
brown sugar, one tablespoon butter 
and one of vinegar. Boil until it 
candiciv Have the peanuts in but¬ 
tered pans and pour the candy over 
them. Other nuts, such as buttcr- 
nut.s, hickory nuts, walnuts or pecan 
nuts may be used instead of peanuts. 
C.’ut into squares while warm, or 
rather before the candy becomes quite 
cold, 

Alapb Sugar Candy.—Break into 
small pieces one lb. maple sugar. 
Melt in a saucepan and add half cup 
.sweet milk and half cup thick sweet 
cioam. Boil until it forms a soft 
ball, when dropped into cold water. 
Take from tlie lire and stir until it 
beglr.s to cream. Now pour into 
butt(j^d plates, mark into squares, 
and ^hen cold, break apart. 

Fudge.—Put into a saucepan two 
ciij's granulated sugar, two-thirds 
cup sweet milk and quarter lb. sweet 
chocolate. Bril together, stirring all 
the time. Wlieii almost done, add a 
small piece of butter. Ta'ke from 
fire, stir in half cup grated cocoanut 
and beat until smooth. Drop in 
sTiiall .spoonfuls on paraffin paper, or 
pour into buttered plates and cut in 
squares. Tliis is very good without 
the cocoanut. 

Fruit Loaf.—Beat together the 
whifes of two eggs, four tablespoons 
thick sweet cream and two o/.. bitter 
chocolate, grated on a fine grater. 
Now add confectioner’s sugar, a lit-

Popular ofl’iccrs are shoulder¬ 
ed and carried round the decks on 
Christmas morning, preceded by a 
band. 

Plum-pudding seems at one time to 
have been a breakfast dish, for at 
a Christmas breakfast at the royal 
chaplain’s in 1801, the first course 
was a dish of rich, luscious plum- 
porridge.

POULTRY ON THE FARM. 

There is not a farm that can be 
called complete which has not a 
poultry yard, writes a correspondent. 
The poultry yard is the source 

of continual income to meet the 
every-day expenses of the family, for 
it brings, or ought to bring, an in¬ 
come every day. I know how handy 
the few dollars are which the poultry 
give to mo every week. 

The great point in poultry keeping 
is that wc can start in the business 
with a small capital and have an 
income from the beginning, and when 
wc increase our flock the income in- 
! creases also. The ix’quircd capital 
for a start is what keeps lots of 
people out of business, but i.s not so 
with the man who wants to go into 
the poultry business. Of course ev¬ 
ery farmer docs not want to go into 
the work heavily, but it will pay 
every farmer to keep some good 
poultry. Whichever branch of poul¬ 
try raising wc engage in, it is ucc(?s- 
sary that wc have the brood especi¬ 
ally adapted to it. If we want eggs 
wc must have the kind that "lay 
eggs.” I find by experience and 
observatictn that there is a dilTer- 
ence, and a great dilTcrencc. For 
my choice I would take the Rose 
Comb W'hite Leghorn; I do not be¬ 
lieve they can bo excelled in egg pro¬ 
duction. I know I get more eggs 
than my neighbors whq^ keep the 
other kinds. But if I were going to 
raise broilers. I would choose one of 
the larger breeds. 

Hens need a variety of food; the 
greater the variety the better. Don’t

It ii alwiiye rather ditteuH to jiro- 
paxo acoeptiUilt gifu (or, tho chtldnm 
of a Sunday school-^fta pleMing. 
attractive and inexpensive. Buy a 
quantity of stick con^ of various 
flavors and colors. Wrap each stick 
in ono thickness of-transparent white 
paper: this is to give It a clean, un- 
bondled, appetizing look, and atfo 
preserve the color efltoct. Out of 
blue or red paper make wrappers 
about three inches wide, ornamented 
with the neone of the Sunday school 
ur a Christmas sentiment in grdd 
paint. Put seven of the candy sticks 
together and encircle them with this 
wrapper. 

Little boxes which contain gifts 
may bo wrapped in twp papers, one 
scarlet, the outer white; muko the 
papers longer on one end th:m on 
the other; seal the folded end, and 
gather the longer together, tie with 
scarlet ribbon, clip the ends and frill 
out.

SIGHTLESS EYE SOCKET, 

Bemaxkable Case in a Hospital 
Paterson, N, J. 

A most remarkable example of tho 
genius of modern surgery is seen in 
St. Joseph's Hospital at Paterson, 
N, J., where a patient is lying with 
a largo proportion of his brain mis¬ 
sing, an eyo gouged from its socket 
and the greater part of the frontal 
bone removed, and yet he is pro¬ 
nounced to be on tho road to com¬ 
plete recovery. Through tho sight¬ 
less oye socket the physicians arc 
enabled to watch tho imlsatiuns of 
tho brain and yet tho patient i.s not 
.HW'oro that he has lost his eye, feels 
no pain or discomfort from the elTect 
of a load of buckshot, fired through 
his l)rain, and only wonders when 
tho doctors will remove the hilgdagcs 
and permit him to see the light 
again. 

Tho victim is a guide by occupa¬ 
tion. ,uik1 has boon accustomed to 
I)ilot bands of hunters through tho 
I game districts around Ogdensburg, 
N, Y. On his last U he sighted 
a hiace of iiartridgcs and stopr)ed 
about 10 feet ahead of his compan¬ 
ion to obtain u good sliol. Th(i dis¬ 
charge of botli barrels .startled his 
comrade, who involuntarily pulled 
the trigger of his gun and tho entire 
charge of buckshot struck the guide 
behind the right car. He fell with¬ 
out a .sound, apparently wounded un¬ 
to death. His companion, seized 
with an awful fear, lied blindly from 
the scone, but recovering his nerve, 
soon returned and turned his victim 
over on his face. Tho frightful ap- 
ppuraiicc of tho mangled forfehoad n?Kl 
eye w’as too much, and lu* fell in a 
swoon.

He 
ao'ded, however. that something 
should be done as long as life last¬ 
ed, anti made hurried j)reparations 
f«)r hi.s removal to the hospital, 
[where he now lies. The ])aticnL was 
i pljic«*d on the oi)erating table at 9.JO 
; on Wednesday night, while tho acci¬ 
dent had occurred shortly alter day¬ 
light on Tuesday morning. The oi)er- 
ation w'as performed'without any 
hf)ix* of saving tin* man’s life. but 
more in the interest.s of science, and 
on the insistence of the man who 
fired the shot that no effort should 
be spared in aid of his victim. 

The .surgeons found that the buck¬ 
shot had torn a hole larger than a 
dollar in the scalp and passed 
j through to the right eye socket, car- 
j rying away the entire eye and frac- 
! luring the forehead over the entire 
i space from the hair down lo the 
[ bridge of tho nose. Portions of the 
brain wei’c protruding, and it was 
[found necessary to remove them, and 
there were also removed fifteen picc- 
j es of splintered bone, one being .os 
I larg<> as a half dollar. It is expect¬ 
ed that the calcium soils of the 
I body will penetrate this mass, in 
j time forming real bone.

kind is tho indicating by tho medium 
of some object which has been sgrcod 
upon by tho company during her 
absonco from the room. On her re¬ 
turn the magician, after placing her 
under (supposed) meemcric influence 
by a few sham "passes,” proceeds lo 
interrogate her. 

"Do you know tho article that has 
been named)” "yes.’’ (She doesn’t; 
but strict truthfulness la not ezpoct- 
ed from conjurers). “Is it tho 
moon?’’ "No." "Is it the sun?’’ 
"No.” "Is it a coin?" "No.” And 
so on, till tho right nrticlo is named, 
when she replies:— "’res.” 

There aro yurious ways of giving 
tho cluo. In ono version of the trick 
tho medium Is instructed to .•uy 
"Yes” to the first article named 
next after a four-logged obioct (ani¬ 
mate or inanimate). ’I'his is a very 
old form of "key,” but not very 
widcl.v known, and wc have often 
seen it mystify n roomful of people. 
If. however, tho trick is repeated be¬ 
fore tho same company, it may bo as 
well, on the second occosion to agree 
new kind of key-word, .sny a 
flower or bird. 

In another form of tho trick tho 
performer does not speak at all, but 
n this case t^\ object selected must 
be something In^the room. On the 
return of the medium, tho performer 
merely points with l.is wand (or any 
convenient substitute, say a ruler, or 

lady’s fan) to various objects in 
succession. The first half-dozen or 
so arc met with a negative, but 
when he touche.s tho right one a 
confident ”.vos” is tho answer. 

The secret here is equally simple. 
At the outset tho performer grasps 
tho wand, all tho fingers encircling 
it. When he points to tho right ob¬ 
ject the forefinger is allowed to He 
along it. Unless the secret is known 
beforehand, it is absolutely safe from 
detection. 

On a similar principle, but some¬ 
what more elaborate, is the trick of 
the MYSTIC TARGET. 

The apparatus for this feat con¬ 
sists of a pasteboard target, having 
bull's-eye and three concentric 
rings of different colors; and half a 
dozen arrows, also of different col¬ 
ons. (If the apparatus is home¬ 
made, these, too, may be of paste¬ 
board). The medium retiring as be¬ 
fore, a spectator is invited to select 
one of the arrows, and with it to 
touch any one of the rings of tho 
target. On tho medium's return she 
indicates, with more or less make- 
believe of mental effort, which ar¬ 
row was used, and which circle of 
the target was touched with it. 

Here, again, tho secret lies in an 
agreed code of signals. The rings of 
the target arc regarded as numbered; 
tho bull’s-cyo as one, the ring near¬ 
est it to two, and so on. Tho ar¬ 
rows in like manner each bear an 
imaginary number, say, blue, one; 
black, two; green, three; red, four; 
white, five; yellow, six. Call the 
blue "azure," and the initials will 
come in alphabetical order, a. b, g, 
r, w, y; under which conditions the 
sequence of the colors will bo recall¬ 
ed without difficulty. 

The number of the particular ar¬ 
row used is signalled to the medium 
by the way in which tho wand, or its 
substitute,' is held. Thus if it be 
IiaIH hv its uDDcr end in the right 
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inoire at top and bottom, with a 
strip of hoavy white cream laro over 
I white between them.

RECORD CIIRISTMAS PUDDINGS. 

In the \illage of Paignton, in Dev¬ 
onshire, England, an ojd charter pro¬ 
vided that on each fiftieth Christmaa 
Day the village sho'uld provide a 
plum pudding large enough to feed 
all the poor. 

In occordance \<^ith the proWsions 
of that charter, on the first Christ¬ 
mas, of the nineteenth century, a 
pudding was made which weighed 900 
pounds, The ingredients included 
more than a bushel of eggs, 120 lbs. 
of suet, a like weight of raisins and 
500 pounds of flour. 

In 1858 the .said village was con¬ 
nected with civilization by means of 
a railroad, and to celebrate the event 
the people, remembering the old char¬ 
ter, thotight well to have a monster 
pudding as part of the festivities. 
'Phe preparations cost £45. the in¬ 
gredients considerably more. 

These consisted of 600 pounds of 
flour, 400 pounds of raisins, 190 
pounds of currants. 400 pounds of 
suet, 191 pounds of breadcrumbs. 
95 pounds of sugar, 300 lemons. 144 
nutmegs, and 100 quarts of milk. 

'J'his pudding weighed nearly a 
ton and a half, and eight horses 
were employed to take it to the vil¬ 
lage green with all befitting cere¬ 
mony. 

.A few years ago there W'aa a mon¬ 
ster pudding made in Southwark, 
then a suburban borotigh of London. 
The puddlo,': was canied through t.*«o 
streets in procosaion, headed by a 
band, playing alternately Christmas 
music and popular tunes.

Let the co'nc.'i 
harden slightly on tho surface—an 
Ijour will be sufficient—before cover¬ 
ing. Break info .small pieces a cake 
of plain chocolaVi and place In a 
saucepan, set! tho pan in another con¬ 
taining boiling water and stand over 
the fire until the chocolate becomes 
entirely melted; drop two or three 
of tho cream bal’s into the melted 
chocolate at one time and roll 
around to cover all sides; lift them 
out with a two-tined fork or a piece 
of wire twisted into a loop, hold a 
moment to allow the extra chocolate 
to drain off, and place them on pap¬ 
er or buttered plates until they be¬ 
come cold. ■ When lees chocolate is 
required the covoilng may be prepar¬ 
ed thus : Put ha.f a pound of choco¬ 
late in a pan and set over boiling 
water.

With all the 
opportunities tP travel in the most 
splendid luxury to foreign climi|8 
where the climate is more genial, and 
where the greater privacy, which the 
King so much likes, is more easily 
obtainable, ho remains quietly at 
home. Does ho not, in doing so, 
clearly prove how very nearly akin 
ho is to his subjects in his desire to 
bo at this festive season amidst his 
own folk at his own hoihestead? 

With all the pressing invitations 
and inducements to visit other cen¬ 
tres, where the amusements and the 
outward homage and the magniil- 
ccnco of the rejoicings would bo on 
a bigger scale than they arc at the 
King's country homo, his Majesty 
prefers to stay where ho can be of 
the greatest personal service, where 
his devotion to the tenants on his 
own landed estate can best bo ex¬ 
emplified.

of the most considerate of employ¬ 
ers. 

The King's own grandchildren, 
who, with their parents, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, arc close 
neighbors, arc frequently invited 
over to sec the good things intended 
for the servants' children. The lit¬ 
tle Princes and their sister arc not 
to bo kept away from their cheery 
grandparent, and well they know to 
whom they should apply in case 
there is the smallest likelihood of 
any of their privileges being curtail¬ 
ed. The presents which they value 
the most, after those given by their 
own parents, are those given them 
BY THE KING. 

Often the presents have not been 
sent: they have been conveyed by 
the King hims*;lf, who d-ilights in 
being an actual witness of the hap« 
piness that he is instrumental in 
giving.

CHRISTMAS 


CUSTOMS 




Chris€mas oelebratloiui ars drihrnj 
from diverse sources sod are by no 
means all of Christian origin, in so 
far as the ceremonies and festivities 
are concerned. In fact» many of 
them antodato the religion of Christ. 
In the countries of llomanic descent 
the Roman Saturnalia has left dis¬ 
tinct traces. This great festival In 
honor of the Roman God ol Agricul¬ 
ture, Saturn, was celebrated in old 
Home every December. Children and 
slaves were, overwhelmed with pre¬ 
sents, and merriment reigned in every’ 
form for a whole week. Southern 
Europe and Spanish and Portuguese 
America have retained Christmas 
mostly as an occlcstial festival, but 
a joyful one, a time of public rejoic¬ 
ing; while ill the northern countries 
Its celebration has u more domestic 
character. It is a homo and family 
feast. Tl^ derivation of Northern 
customs may bo traced to the gods 
cf "Edda," the greatest source of 
northern 'mythology. Jts scriptures 
wore found in Iceland. The customs 
derived from ^Sutumolia and those 
from northern myths were by and by 
partly amalgamated through the 
mixture of peoples, but still every 
country’ has its own peculiar cere¬ 
monies of Chiistmas. 

YULETIDE. 

The customs of Scandinavia and 
Iceland rely most distinctly on the 
old northern myths. The celebration 
of the solstice was a gicat fe.slival in 
olden times. For a long time it 
was befieved that tl:c year stood still 
at the solstice. With it began again 
the reign of Frcyr, the sun god. The 
Yulotide, the -Scandinavians call 
Christmas, “Yul' means ivliccl. The 
old inhabitants of Scandinavia imag¬ 
ined the sun to be like a wheel. 

‘Yuleklapp" signifies the clapping of 
the wheels and the expression is still 
in use for the manner In which the 
presents are distributed in the north 
of Europe. They are thrown into a 
room and packed In a mystejious 
manner, so that nobody can guess 
what the contents are. Verses gen¬ 
era ly accompany each bundle direct¬ 
ing the presents from one peison to 
another. This peculiar usage i.s de¬ 
rived from the mysterious manner in 
which the sun god gave his pre¬ 
sents, i. c., the flowers, the green 
gra,ss and the leaves. Therefore, the 
green decoration is still in use for 
Christma.s. Also the Christmas tree 
is derived from early sources. It is 
of light a lir tree because this re¬ 
mains always green. It symbolizes 
eternal spring. Christmas auplied 
la it the worship of Christ 
through Him eternal spring beg^n 
for humanity. The candles 6igj|ify 
eternal light, which came into the 
world w'ith Christ. 

In Scandinavia there is, probably, 
the greatest veneration for Yulotide 
of all countries. The courts arc 
closed, rid quarrels foigotten. feuds 
adjusted. A pretty symbol of the 
spirit that reigns is the oracticc of 
placing in a row every pair of shoes 
in each hou.sehold, so that during the 
year the family will live in jieace 
and harmony. Candles are left burn¬ 
ing to show the way to Yule 
Trumpte (tlie Chil.stmas Splilt), wlio 
brings the gifts. One sets a cake 
of meal^ in the snow as a Chri.stmas 
offering; for the birds a sheaf of 
wheat is placed on a pole in front of 
each hou.se to provide them with 
food. The family itself has no time 
to take a regular meal on the 24. 
although baking and cooking begin 
about four weeks before. On the 
day of the celebratir>n, nt noon, the 
Wl|^le household will assemble in 
the l.itchen and dip a piece of bread 
in the ham liroth. Then every’body 
has to prepare again for the Vule- 
klapp and the groat supper following. 
After this games arc played. 'rhey 
are usually interrupted by a knock at 
the door.

I Plums, sugar and spices boiled in, 
^ rich moatbroth—that was the ear- 
i^icst traceable fonn of our most po- 
l^ular-Christmas dish. It was known 
^ "plum-broth," and was served as 
kho first course of every Chrlstmds 
panquot until about the middle of 
|the seventeenth ' century, says Lon- 
iJon Answers. 

>1 After the days Aof the Common- 
^wcolth, when Charles II. came to the 
^ihrono, and good living Increased in 
!*tho land, wheat was added to the 
broth, and it became "plumb-por¬ 
ridge." The very earliest mention 
of plum-pudding that is known M 
one spoken of by Southey in his 
"Omnlana," and this. curiously 
enough, is not in English, but in 
French. It is quoted from the me¬ 
moirs of the Chevalier d’Arvieux, 
and its date is about It is 

probable, however, that this French¬ 
man borrowed his recipe from this 
country, for he went a voyage on a 
British forty-gun war-ship in the 
year 1058. 

' A century and a half after that 
date plum-porridge seems still to 
have flourished, for a writer named 
■ Brand ^ives an account of a Christ¬ 
mas breakfast served at the Royal 
chaplain's house in the .vear 1801, 
where the first dish wa.s "rich and 
Ipscious plumb-porridge." 

PLUM-rORRlDGE 
had become very claliorate long be¬ 
fore that date. Heri* is a recipe tak¬ 
en from "Carter's Complcat Cook," 
published in 1730: 

. "First make a good stock of broth 
qf beef and mutton—no veal: make 
it Strang; season it with some whole 
pit'pper, cloves, mace, cinnamon, gin¬ 
ger. and a pinch of sweet herbs; boil 
it down well, and strain it for use. 
Then boil off some good prunes, pulp 
and strain them out into your 
broth; then grate some kitchen bread 
into it. and stove that and your 
Pirunes together. 

v'Then put in a bottle of claret. 
“Tiien put in raisins picked and cur¬ 
rents washed (a good many), . and 
stove them off while plumpt. Sea¬ 
son it well with sugar. Some put 
iq mu.sk and sack and amber prepar¬ 
ed- Lay on some boiled iirunes, and 
place round some slices of lemon, 
having first squeezed a lemon over 
it." 

' The mixture sounds nasty, and 
must have been very costly, for so 
late as 1801 the prices of materials 
for plum-pudding were very expen¬ 
sive. Currants wen- nineponce in- 
.strad of twopence half-penny; sugar 
wqs one apd threepence a pound, .as 
against three halfpence to-day. Tlie 
prunes and French plums, which ori¬ 
ginally gave the dish its name, were 
leppence and a shilling a pound, and 
raisins fetched four times their pres- 
soiit price. A pudding which costs 
foihr to five shillings in 1202. must, 
h^.vc been worth twenty to twenty- 
tvj<o shillings in 1800.

MODERN PLUM-PUDDING. 
Raisins do not agree with everybody, 
arjd tlvrc arc many persons wlio do 
n(^t like them. The average house- 
hqjd plum-pudding is made with a 
pound of raisins, a pound of currants 
rtifd half a pound of sultanas. The 
raisins may be left out, and the sul- 
tapns reduced to a quarter of a 
pf^ind if. instead, one and a half 
peijunds of good prunes iire used. The 
puilding so made is very dark in 
cojor, light in texture, and extremely 
wh|olosome.

The siiccees of the Piovindel Win¬ 
ter Fair in tbo West hae aroueed eo 
much interest throughout the agricul¬ 
tural community of the province that 
it has been decided to extend thd 
work by holding a similar exhibition 
in the Eastern portion of the Prdv- 
ince. For this purpose the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture has pro¬ 
vided $8,000 to be spent in holding 
a show in the cast during the com¬ 
ing winter. 

An exhibition run along the line of 
the Winter Fair at Guelph or the 
Eastern Show at Ottawa, owing to 
the time of year in which it is hold, 
requires special accommodation. This 
was found necessary in the west and 
permanent quarters were provided at 
Guelph for the purpose. Since that 
time, 1899, the entries have grown 
from about 800 to nearly 4,000. 
Everything concerned lias grown in 
like proportion. This is simply to 
show what can bo done with proper 
facilities. 

The City of Ottawa has decided to 
supply this accommodation for 
similar show hold at Ottawa. The 
ground floor will be 240 x 130 feet. 
There will bo ample room for beef 
cattle, sheep and swine, in the main 
exhibition room with, special stab¬ 
ling properly heated for dairy cat¬ 
tle. The show ring and lecture room 
will cost about twelve hundred, and 
a special room will also bo provided 
for cooling and exhibiting the dressed 
carcasses. The poultry will have ao* 
coramodation in a well lighted ex¬ 
hibiting room in the second storey. 

While no effort will bo spared to 
make the exhibition in all depart¬ 
ments as good and as largo as po.«>- 
slblc, the main efforts will be spent 
In providing a practical course of 
demonstration lecture respecting 
brooding, feeding and marketing live 
Uock and poultry. These lectures 
will be illustrated with live animals 
and dressed carcases. This course 
will be followed in all departments. 
This is the main object of holding 
the exhibition—the dissemination of 
practical information. It is those 
features which have made the Guelph 
show what It is and it is these fea¬ 
tures which will make the eastern 
show of practical value to the agri¬ 
cultural community in that portion 
of the province. 

The prize list and classification as 
arranged last year will probably be 
used. The prizes are sufficiently 
large to induce exhibitors to prepare 
for the exhibition, and it is hoped 
that ns many as possible in the 
eastern portion of the province will 
take sufficient interest in the show to 
do what they can to make it a suc¬ 
cess both in the number of exhibits 
and in the attendance. Everyone 
should arrange to be present and at¬ 
tend the lectures. If those in whose 
interest the exhibition is held will 
come to the exhibition the manage¬ 
ment will do their part by having 
practical lectures delivered to them 
by national experts in the particula; 
department they represent.

gAS Y TO BAXSS AVD KEEP 
the FABK CLEAV. 

Some Valuable Hints Prom Ibe 
Dominion Zfepartment of 
Agriculture. 

That there is room in Canada for 
an immense development of the sheep¬ 
raising industry will readily be ad¬ 
mitted. In this country we ore cU- 
moet entirely free from the ravrges 
of those diseases which interfere so 
seriously with the profits of the 
sheep grower in. some other lands. 
Thesi, too, we grow in abundance 
nearly all the foods best Suited for 
Icedlng sheep. We have excellent 
pastures in summer, and with rape 
and turnips there is no lack, of suc¬ 
culent food for fall and winter. 
Where clover hay and pea straw are 
not available, some other suitable 
roughage can usually bo found. Oats 
and bran are everywhere convenient 
grain feeds, while poos and beans 
may also be provided in many locali¬ 
ties. Unfortunately, too we have In 
nearly all parts of Canada an abund¬ 
ance of weeds, which may partially 
bo kept in chock by maintaining 
large flocks of sheep. It is said that 
86 per cent, of our common \7ced8 
are readily eaten by sheep, and con¬ 
sequently wo find, ns a general rule, 
that a sheep farm is a clean farm. 

Sheep breeders like all other live 
stock growers, should start out with 
some definite aim in view. In Can¬ 
ada this will doubtless be the jjro- 
duction of mutton for the homo and 
foreign markets, with wool-growing 
merely as a side lino. The breed 
chosen should be one adapted to 
THE PURPOSE IN VIEW, 
ns well as one for which the farmer 
has a liking. In addition to this, 
it must be a breed suited to the con¬ 
ditions of soil and climate prevail¬ 
ing in the locality. As a goncrnl 
rule the heavier breeds do best on 
somewhat lowlying or level land; 
while the lighter breeds prefer up¬ 
land or even mountainous country. 
These characteristics ore largely duo 
to the nature of the soil in the dis¬ 
trict where each breed origi.jntcd, as 
has been shown by Mr. Primrose Mc¬ 
Connell in his excellent work on Aug- 
riculturnl Geology. If n purebred 
flock is to be kept, the farmer should 
choose a popular breed or one gain¬ 
ing in popularity, in order to be rea¬ 
sonably sure of a demand for his 
stock. Whether the flock bo pure¬ 
bred or grade, a knowledge of the 
anatomy of the sheep, and of the me¬ 
thods of treating common disorders 
of sheep will prove of decided value 
to the owner. 

In starting a flock, only healthy, 
robust ewes should be selected, and ! 
all of them should be of the same i 
typo. They should be mated with a | 
first-class ram of similar type, and j 
one of tlio same breed ns the ewe 
flock, unless the farmer Is crossing 
for some special purpose and does 
not intend to retain the progeny for 
breeding. Each year the ewes should 
be carefully weeded out. only.the best 
being retained; too many Canadian 
farmers in the past have followed ex¬ 
actly the or>po8ite course, allowing 
buyers to pick out the best siiecimcns 
and retaining only the cull females 
for breeding. Ry following the sys¬ 
tem of culling closely, a high degree 
of uniformity will in a few years be 
ostabli.shed in the flock. Every far¬ 
mer knows that the presence of n 
few culls in a lot of animals always 
proves an obstacle to a sale at a 
remunerative price; therefore great 
pains should bn taken to have the 
flock of 

UNIFORMITY GOOD QUALITY. 

Good, comfortable, roomy sheds 
or stabling for the cold and stormy 
weather are necessary. The.so need 
not bo e.xpensive, but should be 
well ventilated, free from drafts, and 
situated on dry ground.

ICE ON THE FAIUf. 

Plain, common everday winter Ico. 
More than can be used, at hand ia 
the winter and none at a4 on hand 
when It is worth more than money 
to have it, in the hot summer. Think 
now of its value and arrange to 
store a supply for use next summer. 
It will alleviate pain and hasten lo- 
covery in illness; preserve and sus¬ 
tain health by making available a 
greater vaiiety and abundance cf 
food at loss cost in time and money, 
add to tho social amenities ot li/e 
by providing refreshing cool drir^q 
and delicious ice creams, ices and 
other frozen delights of the cuisine. 

Why not have iic ? No pond, la’-e 
or stieam near where you live ? Well, 
what of that ? You can have a bet¬ 
ter grade of ice from tho water i.i 
your well. Either make a pond and 
cut tho ife from its frozen surface 
or, belter still, provide 20 boxc”, 
tubs, butter firkins, or any other lo- 
reptaclea> with flaring sides that are 
strong and water tight and about 1 
cubic foot capacity'. After thorough¬ 
ly cleansing, fill the tubs with pure 
water and let nature do the rest. 
The 20 tubs will contain about hcl’ 
a ton of ice when frozen solid. To 
empty the tubs heat a cauldron of 
water and dip ^hem into the hot 
water for a minute oi* two, v/hon 
the ice cake can bo slid out. In 
this way a store of five tons of ice 
can be had in ten days' time. The 
use of more tubs will accumulate a 
larger quantity in the same time. 

Five or ton tons of ice will serve 
fpr family use all summer and allow 
a liberal supply at ail times. Ifow 
can the ice be kept ? Readily 
enough. An inclosuro 6x8x8 feet in¬ 
side of a barn or a shed, on tho 
north side away from direct rays of 
tho sun, will hqld five tons uith the 
necessary protecting envelope. An 
inclosure 10x10x10 feet will hold 
ten tons. Suit tho dimensions to 
the size of tho ice calces, calculating 
one foot space top, bottom and sides 
to bo filled in with sawdust. This 
inclosure may bo made of 
common rough boards with 
straight edges, and lined inside with 
two or three-ply waterproof paper 
to moke it air-tight. 

Spread one foot of dry aawdust 
over the floor and set in the ice 
cakes, fitting them close togethe.-. 
Leave ono foot space between Ice and 
side walls and fill it in with ^ry 
sawdust, packed snug, os the ice is 
plaxred. Break joints as one layer 
oi cakes is ploced above another. 
Cover over top with rye straw or 
plough hay. 'The only opening into 
the inclosure should be in the to}\ 
which con be closed after ice i*: 
placed. If sawdust is not available, 
n.‘e straw or slough hay. Run It 
through a feed chopper for filling in 
bottom and sridc walls, but use long 
fibers on top. 

Ico frozen from good drinking wa¬ 
ter is always wholesome. When fioz- 
en In manner described above, it may 
not be clear blue ice. The air and 
gnse.s in tho water often cause tie 
l(e to bo clcMidy, or to contain small 
air cells. The same water, freely 
agitated for some time before freez¬ 
ing while at a low temperature, 
would freeze dear. So bo u8«:urc.l 
that your i.c is as good or belter 
than the water and stow away a 
good supply for next summer’s u.‘o. 

The materials for a ton-ton ind's- 
ure may coit SlO to $26, but a.s 
they will last about 20 years, if well 
put together, their average cost per 
year will be aliout $2, Including in¬ 
terest.

UNIF,ORMITY GOOD QUALITY. 
Good, comfortable, roomy sheds 
or stablinp for the cold and stormy 
weather are ncce.saary. These need 
not be expensive, bnt should be 
well ventilat€»d, free from drafts, and 
situated on dry ground. A largo 
op6n yard, apart from that occupied 
by other animals, should be attach- 
to their houses in every case, to al¬ 
low ekercise. Too much confinement 
in overwtirm. illy-ventilated or draft¬ 
ed stables is fatal to success with 
sheep. On the other hand, comfor¬ 
table quarters, regidar and liberal 
feeding, plenty of piiro water and a 
sufllciency of salt will go far to en¬ 
sure their successful wintering and 
a strong crop of lambs in the spring. 
Very careful attention must be given 
at lambing time, but at other sea¬ 
sons comparatively little time need 
be spent in looking after the flock. 
Indeed, sheep require loss costly 

buildings and equipment, and' less 
labor in caring for them than almost 
any other cla.ss of live stock. 
Unfortunately, there are two caus- 
! which tend to demoralize the 
F.heep-raising industry in Canada, 
viz., the wholesale adulteration of 
)nany lines of imported woollen 
goods, and the ravages of dogs and 
Wolves. The former renders wool¬ 
growing unprofitable, end the latter 
prevents the farmer from growing 
mutton sheep in many districts which 
are otherwise well suited to the busi¬ 
ness. That legislation is needed to 
protect the sheep lireedcr from those 
evil.s can scarcely bo doubted.

POULTRY FOR THE MARKEP. 

Tho farmer grows a good frame 
equipped wUh tough muscles, and 
perhaps by extra feeding of corn lie 
has given tl cm what' ho couridc’ o a 
perfo:t finish—a yellow skin under¬ 
laid with luyeis of fat ni.d the in¬ 
ternal organs coaled with it. A 
small por'Cohtage of the birds found 
on tho markets answer this descrip¬ 
tion, the remnindcr l)eing thin and 
scrawny. Neither of these two 
.samples meets the demands of tho 
critical buyer or the epicure. There 
should bo no layers of fat doposited 
under the skin, and as com produces 
an oily fat and it nearly all wastes 
in cooking, it is undesirable.
